This night I am expecting more of the same, and I have to acknowledge that 
I am very frightful that the same black man will come back to retaliate 
against me. I am reiterating my request that a police unit to be dispatched 
on McCadden Place at 2:00 am and then to drive back at 3:00 am in order to 
deal with the loitering and nuisance. 











I will call you as soon as I see people lining up to enter the club. 


As for me, I will continue to document everything, and I am not backing 
down as we need to push forward to have this public nuisance abated once 
and for all.
